SAN BERNARDINO, CALIF. I Flames stokedby 
powerful winds raced through Southern 
California on Sunday, consuming more 
than 254,000 acres, destroying 650 homes 
in densely populated suburbs and causing 
at least 11 deaths. 

At least eight people were killed in the 
state’s largest fire in eastern San Diego, 
including two who died inside their car as 
they apparently tried to escape the flames, 
said San Diego Sheriff Bill Kolender. 


The 100,000 -acre fire started Saturday 
near the mountain town of Julian when a 
lost hunter set off a signal fire, authorities 
said. The hunter may face charges. 

One man was killed and 20 homes were 
destroyed by another fire near San Diego 
that broke out Sunday, Lora Lowes of the 
California Department of Forestry said. 

New fires were sparked when embers were 
blown by fierce Santa Ana winds, with gusts 
up to 70 mph.

Insurgents 
Shake U.S. 
Confidence 

Hotel blast underscores 
fragility of postwar security 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | The U.S. occupation author- 
ity retreated from the A1 Rasheed Hotel 
Sunday after Iraqi insurgents attacked it with 
a missile barrage that killed an American 
colonel, wounded 18 people and sent the vis- 
iting U.S. Deputy Defense Secretary Paul 
Wolfowitz scurrying for safety. 

The bold blow at the heart of the U.S. pres- 
ence clearly rattled U.S. confidence that it is 
defeating Iraq’s shadowy 
insurgents. “We’ll have to 
get the security situation 
under control,” Secretary of 
State Colin Powell told NBC 
TV. The Bush administra- 
tion knew postwar security 
would be a challenge, but 
“we didn’t expect it would 
be quite this intense this long,” he said. 

The well-planned attack was the second 
on the heavily guarded hotel, which was hit 
Sept. 27 by small rockets or rocket-propelled 
grenades that caused minimal damage. 

Brig. Gen. Martin Dempsey of the 1st 
Armored Division said the number of attacks 
started surging in September. “Why haven’t 
the number of attacks gone down? I don’t 
know the answer to that,” he said. 

The assault was likely planned over at 
least the past two months, a top U.S. com- 
mander said, as insurgents built the impro- 
vised rocket launcher and figured out how 
to wheel it into the park just across the street 
from the hotel.

Wildfires Char Thousands of Acres 


Strong wind gusts hamper fire-fighting efforts 


SAN BERNARDINO, CALIF. | For 
Lisza Pontes, escaping the fire 
that raged near her San Diego 
County home quickly became 
a matter of life and death. 

“We were literally running 
through fire,” said Pontes, 43, who 
escaped the fire with her family after 
the roar of flames woke them at 
3 :45 a.m. As they drove off, they saw 
a neighbor’s mobile home explode. 

Like Pontes, thousands of 
Californians spent Sunday fleeing 
the path of increasingly intense 
wildfires, stoked by powerful Santa 
Ana winds. 

Around the suburbs of San 
Bernardino, a city of 185,000 about 50 
miles east of Los Angeles, one flank 
of a 50,000 -acre fire burned through 
four towns while the other flank 
destroyed more than 300 homes. 

Other fires on the outskirts of 
Los Angeles County merged to cre- 
ate a 47,150 -acre fire that threatened 
2,000 homes in four communities 
and closed four highways, sealing off 


access to two mountain towns. 

Firefighters, including 25 strike 
teams and 125 engines, tried to 
make a stand at Crestline in the 
San Bernardino National Forest, 
according to the U.S. Forest Service. 
Winds prevented the air tanker drops 
of retardant and use of backfires that 
are key tactics of fire containment.

More Adults Don’t Want to Grow Up 


CLINTON TOWNSHIP, MICH. — Amy 
Powell’s bedroom is a quiet, peace- 
ful place — well-lit, well-manicured 
and, well, in her parents’ house. 

Powell is 22 years old, a recent 
college graduate, living in her par- 
ents’ suburban home — and, as she 
puts it, still waiting to become a “real 
adult.” And she’s not alone. 

Gone is the notion that adult- 
hood officially started at 18, when 
one typically graduated from high 
school — or even 21, the modern-day 
age limit for drinking alcohol. 

A University of Chicago survey, 
released earlier this year, found that 
most think adulthood begins at age 
26. Most people surveyed defined 
getting married and having children 
as markers for true adulthood. But 
even that doesn’t ring true for many 
twentysomethings.

Sen. Chuck Hagel (R-Neb.) told 
NBC’s “Meet the Press” on Sunday 


that it would be in the administra- 
tion’s interest to release documents 
the commission has requested. 

The White House had no imme- 
diate comment. 

Earlier this month, the inde- 
pendent commission voted to issue 
subpoenas to the Federal Aviation 
Administration for documents per- 
taining to the investigation. The 
commission said the FAA subpoena 
will “put other agencies on notice 
that our document requests must be 
taken as seriously as a subpoena.” 

White House spokeswoman 
Ashley Snee defended the admin- 
istration’s cooperation with the 
investigation in an interview 
with The New York Times pub- 
lished Sunday.

Weldon Cancels 
North Korea Trip 


White House refused 
to support rare visit 
to nuelear complex 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA | A U.S. con- 
gressional delegation has canceled 
a rare trip to North Korea, where it 
was scheduled to visit a nuclear site 
to confirm North Korea’s atomic 
weapons program, the communist 
country said Sunday. 

Pyongyang’s official news agen- 
cy, KCNA, accused the White House 
of blocking the trip by the delegation 
led by Curt Weldon, vice chairman 
of the Armed Services Committee of 
the House of Representatives. 

Weldon confirmed that opposi- 


tion from the White House caused 
him to scrub the visit. “At the 11th 
hour, the White House withdrew its 
support for our bipartisan visit to 
North Korea,” the Republican con- 
gressman said in a statement. 

North Korea had planned 
to invite the delegation to visit 
Yongbyon, the country’s main nucle- 
ar complex north of Pyongyang, 
where it says it is using spent nuclear 
fuel rods to make atomic bombs. 

If Pyongyang intended to let the 
delegation visit the facility, it could 
mean that North Korea was in fact 
using plutonium to build bombs — 
not bluffing to increase its lever- 
age in talks with the United States.

Raw Emotions Mark 
Muhammad’s Trial 


More survivors will be 
called in second week 
of sniper suspect’s trial 

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. | Kwang Im 
Szuszka sobbed as she looked at a 
photo of her slain sister and recog- 
nized the red cooler that her sibling 
used to carry her lunch to work. 

Muhammad Rashid slumped in 
the witness stand as he listened to 
himself on a recording of the 911 call 
he made after he was shot, crying 
out to a dispatcher: “I am dying.” 

The first week of testimony in 
the trial of sniper shootings suspect 
John Allen Muhammad was filled 
with emotionally charged moments, 
and more are expected this week 


as prosecutors continue methodi- 
cally detailing the three weeks of 
shootings last October that killed 10 
people and terrorized Washington, 
D.C., and its suburbs. 

Muhammad is being tried 
only in the death of Dean Harold 
Meyers. But because one of the 
capital murder charges against 
him alleges multiple murders over 
three years, prosecutors must prove 
Muhammad committed at least one 
other murder. 

That means jurors also are hear- 
ing from survivors of other shoot- 
ings and relatives of other people

Q l keep reading about people 
being victims of identity theft. 
What steps can I take to protect 
myself from this crime? 

Identity thieves traffic in 
personal information that can be 
used, among other things, to open 
bogus credit cards in your name 
and drain your bank account. So 
the best way to protect yourself is 
to limit the amount of personal in- 
formation that is easily available. 

That means shredding bills, 
credit card offers and other mail 
that contains identifying informa- 
tion before putting your trash 
out on the curb. Put a lock on 
your mailbox and don’t carry your 


Social Security card or put its 
number on your bank checks. 

If a business asks for your So- 
cial Security number, ask what it’s 
going to be used for and request 
that you be assigned another 
identification number if possible. 

“You should never give out 
information without knowing why 
they need it, who’s going to have 
access to it and when they’re 
done with it, how they’re going to 
dispose of it,” said Jay Foley, co- 
executive director of the nonprofit 
Identity Theft Resource Center. 

It’s also important to monitor 
your credit reports. Foley recom- 
mends getting your credit report 
from the three credit reporting 
agencies — Equifax, Experian and 


Trans Union — at least once a 
year, and then alternating among 
the agencies and ordering one 
report every three months. That 
way, you’re getting a quarterly 
update on your credit — and if 
someone has stolen your identity 
you might catch the problem be- 
fore too much damage is done. 

He also suggests opting out of 
preapproved credit card offers as 
another way to limit opportunities 
for identity theft to occur. 

Consumers can call 888-5- 
OPTOUT to get their names off 
the lists maintained by the three 
major credit reporting agencies 
for two years. Those who want to 
opt out indefinitely must request a

Defending Your Life 



JOB SATISFACTION I A lot of 
Americans are working more and 
enjoying it less. Many are stressed 
out with longer working hours and 
fewer vacation days. Americans 
averaged 1,878 hours on the job in 
2000, up more than 10 percent from 
the 1,703 hours they logged two 
decades earlier, according to data 
compiled by the Economic Policy 
Institute in Washington, D.C. 

Every extra hour in the office is 
an hour not spent with family and 
friends or exercising or taking on a 
volunteer project. As a result, many 
are seeking help from professional 
organizers and time managers to 
try to rebalance their lives. 

“There’s growing demand,” 
said Barry Izsak, president of the 
National Association of Professional 
Organizers. “What we can do is look 
objectively at a person’s situation to 
help them see how they’re spend- 
ing their time.” 

The key is learning to set pri- 
orities, said Izsak, who owns the 
Arranging It All consulting firm in 
Austin, Texas. “A lot of people think 
that working longer means getting 
more done,” he said. “In fact, they’re 
often taking the inefficiency they 
already have and spreading it over 
a longer period of time.” 

Some tips to help keep life in 
the balance: 


STOP THE MADNESS 

Haveaplanforevery day, pref- 
erably one worked out in afew 
quietmoments attheend ofthe 
previous day. 

Learn to say “no’’ to requests 
thataren’timportantto you or 
related to your goals. 

Focusonthejobathand. 
“People will find thatthere are a lot 
of thingsthatcan wait — and a lot 
that doesn’t need to be dealt with 
atall,’’ said Izsak. 

^ Valerie Nossal,atime manage- 
ment expert with MeadWestvaco 
Consumerand Office Products, 
said many people getfraz- 
zled because they’re driven by 
the clock. It helps to schedul- 


ing things on your calendar that 
don’t relate to work, such as exer- 
ciseon Monday orfamily nighton 
Thursday. 

Vicki Robin, co-author of “Your 
Money or Your Life,’’ offers a dif- 
ferent strategy, suggesting peo- 
ple make a conscious effort to stop 
tryingto dotoo much. 

“The message ofthe hurry-up 
culture is that if you’re more effi- 
cient, you can get more done,’’ 
Robin said. “Then you can 
squeeze in more leisure, then you 
can squeeze in some exercise. 
Butthat’s backtothe ‘having itall’ 
mentality, and I thinkthat’s a loser

Many of my peers who have been 
laid off have decided to go to grad- 
uate school or take some under- 
graduate courses. Is this a viable 
solution to unemployment? 

DO NOT use grad school as a 
procrastination tool. Grad school 
programs are huge financial and 
time commitments, and there is 
no guarantee that they will lead 
to a better job, only more knowl- 
edge in one area. 

I was a super-overachiever in 
high school and college. Now I’ve 
lost all of my motivation to excel 
and to contribute 200 percent to 
the things that I do. I adore work- 
ing only eight hours a day and not 
thinking about work at home or 
over weekends. I feel like it is going 
to hurt my career in the long run. 

What’s the problem? You don’t 
need to work more than eight hours 
a day. In fact, I think you’ve got it 
right — finding that balance is so 
important to prevent future burn- 
out, and to stay happy and sane. It’s 
so important to separate your work 
and social lives.

Tarnished Silver Spoons 


A youthful scion 
reveals the truth — 
it’s better to be rich 

TELEVISION! Champagne overflows 
glasses. Guests glide around wear- 
ing vintage 1920s attire — hand- 
some men in top hats, beautiful 
women in flapper dresses. It’s 
Jamie Johnson’s 21st birthday 
party and a regular ol’ beer bash 
simply won’t do. 

At midnight, the heir to the 
Johnson & Johnson pharmaceutical 
fortune receives the ultimate gift: 
inheriting more money than most 
people can spend in a lifetime. 

Johnson examines the travails 
and good times of 10 wealthy, priv- 
ileged young adults in the HBO 
documentary “Born Rich,” airing 
tonight at 10 p.m. 

“When people talk about money, 
they are nervous that that calls into 
question their right to have the 
money,” he said. 

Some of Johnson’s interview sub- 
jects are his close pals, including 
high school classmate S.I. Newhouse 
IV, heir to the Conde Nast publish- 
ing empire; Ivanka Trump, daugh- 
ter of real estate developer Donald 
Trump; and Luke Weil, heir to the 
Autotote gaming empire.

kids to open up about what he calls 
the “voodoo of inherited wealth.” 
Georgina Bloomberg, daugh- 
ter of New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg, admits that people 
don’t always see the person behind 
the name. Josiah Hornblower, heir 
to the Vanderbilt and Whitney for- 
tunes, stands outside New York’s 
Whitney Museum and asks, “Don’t 
you have a family museum?” 

Stephanie Ercklentz, daughter 
of New York City socialites, tried a 
career as an investment banker, but 
the job required “too many hours.” 
Some of the kids talk freely about 
their drinking and drug use. 

Weil brags how he taunted 
poorer peers by saying, “My fam- 
ily could buy yours.” (Weil later sued 
Johnson for defaming his character 
in the documentary. A judge tossed 
out the lawsuit.) Juliet Hartford, 
whose uncles started the A&P gro- 
cery chain, jokes about giving all 
her money to the homeless. “No, 
I’m kidding,” she adds. 

Not all of his subjects are shame- 
less partiers who frivolously while 
away their time. Hornblower left 
college for two years to work as a 
machinist in the Texas oil fields. 

And Newhouse explains how his 
family warned him that if he didn’t 
work he wouldn’t get any-

Novelist, short-story writer and 
essayist JOYCE carol oates was online 
Friday to discuss her work and the life, 
craft and art of writing. 


In your new book, “The Faith of a 
Writer,” you write about reworking 
the beginning of a novel when you 
are writing the ending. Can you talk 
about that? 

I always rewrite the very begin- 
ning of a novel. I rewrite the begin- 
ning as I write the ending, so I may 
spend part of morning writing 
the ending — the last 100 pages 
approximately — and then part of 
the morning revising the beginning. 
So the style of the novel has a con- 
sistency. I probably rewrite the first 
chapter 20 times, because my vision 
of the novel is evolving. 

Of the emerging new writers, whom 
do you like? 

Among the emerging writ- 
ers with whom I’m acquainted, I 
would single out Jonathan Safran 
Foer, author of “Everything 
Is Illuminated,” and Nell 
Freudenberger, whose “Lucky 
Girls” is an excellent collection of 
short stories. 

How do you shift your mind, writing 
style and research to work on a fic- 
tional work one time and a non-fic- 
tion work the next? 

Non-fiction is by far the easiest, 
the mode in which our minds are 
naturally operating. Fiction requires 
the acquisition of a different voice; 
that is, a voice not our own. 

Is the idea of the macho writer 
(Norman Mailer, Ernest Heming- 
way) dead? And, if so, what does 
that say? 

Yes, I think that the concept of 
the so-called macho male writer 
is probably extinct, but these val- 
ues are certainly prevailing in the 
culture. Most of my writer friends 
who are men are really feminists, 
though they may not write overtly 
about feminist subjects.
